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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-6, the prior art discloses a device that comprises: an electron 
source for emitting electrons accommodated in a vacuum space; a liquid metal circuit including a 
liquid metal and a pumping means for causing a flow of the liquid metal through a constriction 
where the electrons emitted by the electron source impinge upon the liquid metal; a radiation 
window bounding the constriction, which is transparent to electrons and x-rays and separates the 
constriction from the vacuum space. However, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest 
that the constriction is bounded by a compensation window opposite the radiation window, 
which separates the constriction from a pressure chamber containing liquid metal provided by 
the liquid metal circuit via a connection as claimed.
